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PEEFACE. 


The matennls from -which this Uttle work has been com 
piled are scattered over more than looo volumes, some 
very rare, and to be consulted only m libraries m India, 
Eussia and other parts of the Continent, oi in the British 
Museum The field has been so wide and the materials 
so immense, that the work of condensation has been 
almost as difficult as that of collecting , many statements 
ore, tlierefore, simply suggestive, amplification would 
require several vohuues The Author has spared neither 
time uor labour m collcctmg and classifying the treasures 
drawn from the rich and new storehouse of Eastern 
Emblems and Proi erbs -nath the view of helping tho^e 
•a ho liave neither the means of collecting a large reference 
hbraiy nor the time to spend in the search 

This work begun a quarter of a centuiy ago ui the 
jungles of India for the instruction of peasants aud nomen, 
IS designed to afford some help to the followmg classes — 
Onentahsts, Lovers of Folk Lore, Teachers and Preachers 
The former desire to open a -vista into the recesses of 
Eastern thought on moral and religious subjects especially 
m relation to i\ omen and the mosses , the latter are anxious 
to fix in the school the pulpit, or the press great spintual 
truths bj means of oinWftins and illustrations dravu 
from the dcptlis of the popular mind. Tliose classes uiaj , 
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in tlio pitlij nn<l pointed iHiutration^ of l*ro\crl»s, find a 
qnarry out of mIucIi to d^l^^ ‘somo of their nntonals 
OnentabsU arc at la«?t recogni/ing tho tnith tint 
rro\erb3 are as tle^crviiig of tlicir research ns coins ami 
an'icriptions , and that N^hercaa tho latter refer chiefly to 
kings and tho upper classes, Proverhs tlirou’ a light on 
the dark recesses of social life, on nrclnisms, old customs, 
history, and ethnology L\cn the Zenana, barred to the 
stranger, opens its portals to let man have a peep in and 
sp) out the thoughts and feebngs of woman, arbo, m the 
East, depicts her feelings and thoughts m Provcibs and 
racy sayings 

Tho Proverbs selected in tins book, though limited to 
tboso serving to lUustrato TnernZ nnd rehfficits tttbjeets, 
show how \vidcly scattered nations under similar circiim 
stances have come to similar conclusions , many of these 
resemblances arise from the identity of human nature, or 
are a portion of the spiritual heritage which men brought 
away with them from the cradle of tho human race, and 
improiedou bj subsequent communication , by shelving 
the acute observation and sharp moral sensibility of tho 
masses, they prove God has not left himself without 
witness in the human breast, they, tlierefore form a 
liasis foi those who are labouring to bndge over the gulf 
between Eastern and 'Western thought. 

Tlio mneteentli century is pre emmently distinguished 
for the attention it gives to eloiatmg the masges bj 
knowledge convejed to them through the acceptable 
medium of parable and illustration. On this one point East 
and "West concur — that, to tell on the minds of milhons 
wc must make full use of illustrations from Nature and 
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itere 'before book^ — they come from the great books of 
Katxire aud -common sense — from powers of ohscrvatioiv 
not hluntcd hy book-cram ; licnco among the Proverbs in 
this book, thongh pnncii«illy Kastern,* there are very 
few that are not intelli^le to the European mind ; like 
the Proverbs of Solomon, the Psalms, Pvmyan’s " Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” and tlio Arabian Kights, they speak in a 
language " undorstauded by tbe common people.” 

\Yinlo illustrations by Emblem and Proverb are 
indispensable as media for oonv«^ng instruction in the 
East, they are highly valued in Europe also Tire fol- 
lowing observations of Arcbbisbop Trench will find a 
response with all those who base aimed at winning the 
attention of the working classes, the peasantry, and " tiie 
Arabs of Society -

flow in such clnnnels as luaj conduct it most easily to 
the several plots and Tiorders In laying out a garden, 
it IS divided and arranged according to some well- 
ordered pattern, and lie, who is set “to dress it and to 
Iwcep it” IS ever careful both to remo\e whatever is 
common and unsightly, and to fill every nook and angle 
with the choicest flowers, and the most useful and 
delicious fniits The owner of the gaiden delights to 
come into it when the tender shoots are first showing 
themselves above the ground, or n hen it is in all 
the pnda of summer beauty or autumnal fruitfulness, 
Bev.
